Schools

One of the most promising signs of the 
times is the increased interest in the condition 
of rural schools and California leads other 
states in this respect. Recently, four confer- 
ences “were held in four different places for 
the purpose of studying the general situation. 
These conferences have been under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Grace Chandler Stanley, state 
commissioner of elementary schools, assisted 
by Harvey L. Eby, associate professor of rural 
education at the University of California, 
southern branch. Gone is the time when un- 
trained school girls or superannuated preach- 
ers were considered worthy to train the young 
ideas belonging to farm life. Telephone and 
automobile have completely eliminated what 
was once known as the hayseed population. 
The radio now has brought to the country all 
the advantages of the city, including the 
opera; its crowning performance being this 
week’s inaugural ceremonies for the President 
of the United States, to which millions listen- 
ed in. The time calls for the highest stand- 
ards for rural schools, noi only because thos: 
who till the soil now belong to the cities, but 
because everywhere residents of the cities are 
removing to the country. As a result of the 
conferences, which represented the study of 
the special needs of every section of the state, 
a comprehensive program has been worked 
out which contemplates better salaries for 
teachers, improved living conditions for them 
and other changes which will attract the best 
educators.

Dr. Eliot on Marriage 


There is one question that can always be 
counted upon to hail the attention of listener 
or reader—‘‘What is marriage coming to?”’ 
Possibly, answers to the problem do not oc- 
cupy aS many square yards of print as the 
companion posers, ‘‘ What is modern woman 
coming to.’’ and, likewise, modern youth, but 
it is safe to assume that interest in the first 
of these famous three holds its own. It ap- 
pars that Dr. Charles W. Eliot has been in- 
vestigating the problem and as a result of 
his researches he is advocating what may be 
described as old-fashioned marriage, an_in- 
stitution probably not in nearly so much dan- 
ger as the learned doctor fears., Harvard or 
other statistics to the contrary. 

Dr. Eliot went about his self-imposed task 
by asking a great number of young men and 
women the question, ‘‘Is marriage the most 
important event in life?’’ The flaw with this 
system, which was probably the most practi- 
eal the doctor could use, at that, is that col- 
lege students and young graduates are not 
sufficiently experienced to know what is the 
most important event in life. In the most 
private cul de sac of their partially educated 
minds they feel that their own self-advance- 
ment is the most important thing here below. 
By the time they have learned their indi- 
vidual insignificance, they have probably pass- 
ed beyond the gentle influence of Dr. Eliot 
and are no longer accessible to his researches. 

So that it is to be feared that statistics on 
this vital subject cannot be accurately taken. 
There are others, of course, such as the alumni 
birthrate, which is admittedly bad and getting 
worse. Pessimists like to point out that the 
eultured classes are dying out. -However, 
there is a well-known maxim to the effect that 
the fittest survive. This may seem at first 
blush a bit uncomplimentary to college alumni, 
but if they will produce only one and a half 
children, they must take the consequences. 
Where Dr. Eliot gets unecessarily ‘‘het up’’ is 
in feeling that cultured classes must needs be 
hereditary.

At least once a year, if not oftener, all agen- 
cies interested in the progress of their home 
community ought to agitate for the use of 
paint to brighten up all buildings that have a 
deeade.t look and are in danger of deteriora- 
tion as a result of*exposure to the weather. 

It is‘ interesting to see how much more pride 
people take in their home places as the result 
of a good coat of paint. It has a useful psy- 
chological effect. People living in a house that 


looks run down are apt to feel run down; 


and they are likely to get the idea that they 
are fal‘ing behind and are not keeping up 
with the game.” 

You induce those folks to paint up , their 
place and make it look well cared for, and 
the effect is to give those people a greater 
degree of confidence. They feel as much bet- 
ter for it as a man does in wearing a new 
suit or clothes. 

Buittings that look run down for need of 
paint attraet unfavorable attention. If the 
owners could hear the remarks made about 
people who fail to do their share to keep up 
the appearance of the town they would be 
moré disposed to co-operate. A few buildings 
of that kind here and there are a drag on the 
appearance of a town. Visitors look at them 
aud remark that the place must be asleep to 
allow its home and, business structures to pre- 
sent such an -unprepossessing appearance. 

But after these buildings are painted, then 
the respect of the visitors for such neighbor- 
hoods inerease amazingly. They say that the 
town is on the map, and is putting its best foot 
forward, and is likely to be a good place for 
residence or to do business in. 

Incidentally property deteriorates when not 
properly painted. The money saved by not 
painting is apt to be all lost through the de- 
preciation of property.

Yeers!| 
ago the girls did not have domes- 
tic science, so we have a better 
advantage today than our mothers 
did. 

In the Upland Grammar we have 
sewing, Miss Chaffee being our 
teacher. We do many interesting 
things in sewing. Our first prob- 
{lem this year was sheets or pillow 
cases. It didno t take very long 
to complete them as most of the 
work was done on a sewing ma- 
chine. Then we made laundry 
bays out of pretty cretonne, which 
were very. pretty and attractive. 
Then our next problem was saute 
kind of an undergarment, bloom- 
ers, princess-slip, middy or pajam- 
as. The next problem was ‘a 
dress. I have finished my dress 
and I am now working on a middy. 
After I have finished my middy 
I am planning to make another 
dress, which will probably take all 
of the time till school is closed. 


We do not have a cooking labor- 
atory at the Upland school, but 
we have the advantage of going 
to the Chaffey laboratory for our 
cooking. We have cooking on 
Wednesdays. We leave here about 
10 o'clock, and cook until about 
fifteen minutes to twelve. We 
have made many nice things to 
eat. Some of the dishes we have 
made are: peanut cookies and 
punch, chocolate pudding, macar- 
oni and cheese, carrot and celery 
salad, cheese strata, biscuits, 
orange shortcake, custard, candy 
panoche and fudge, Spanish rice 
and many breakfast foods of var- 
ious sorts.

$50,000 ASSURED | 
FOR EXPERIMENT 
STATION IN GAL 


President Coolidge has signed 


tion of $50,000 for the establish- 
ment of a forest experiment sta- 
tion in California, according. to 
| report of the United States forest 
service district headquarters in 
San Francisco. This measure, 
sponsored by Senators Samuel M, 
Shortridge and Hiram W. Johnson 
and Congressman Walter F. Line- 
berger, will place research and in- 
vestigative work in forestry on a 
par with like activities in agri- 
culture, forestry officials state. 

Other important jorestry bills 
recently approved by the Presi- 
dent are: An amendment to the 
Clarke‘McNary act of 1924, intro- 
dueed by Senator Shortridge and 
Congressman Lineberger, authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of Federal 
funds in co-operation with states 
for the protection of watersheds, 
both timbered and brush covered, 
against damage and destruction 
by fire, and a bill introduced by 
Congressman: John D. Fredericks 
and ‘Senator Shortridge authoriz- 
ing the issuance by the Secretary 
of Agriculture of a free permit to 
the City of Los Angeles for the 
use of 5000 acres of land within 
the Angelus National Forest for 
the maintenance of a free public 
camp ground. 

District Forester Paul G. Red- 
ington, in commenting on this new 
legislation, said: “Friends of for- 
estry in California will be great- 
ly heartened to learn of the Presi- 
dent’s approval of the bill for a 
forest experiment station in this 
state. California, with one of the 
last great reservoirs of virgin tim- 
her in the United States, with 
watershed resources that are of 
paramount importance and with 
an outstanding forest fire prob- 
lem, is a fertile field for research 
work. The forest service has for 
a number of years been engaged 
in investigative work designed to 
bring about the utmost use of our 
forests compatible with continu- 
ous production, but the need for 
research is so great and the vital 
problems of our forest lands sb 
closely related to the prosperity 
of this commonwealth that thé sur- 
face has hardly been scratch @d. 
Due credit should be given for 
the passage of this forest experi- 
ment station bill to our state sen- 
ators and congressmen and to the 
California Development Associa- 
tion for unremitting efforts on be- 
half of ‘this legislation. The State 
Board of Forestry also has a bill 
before the legislature now fm ses- 
sion which authorizes an appro- 
priation of $10,000 for co-operation 
with the forest service in the re- 
search work to be carried on at 
this new station. 

“The amendment by Congress of 
the Clarke-McNary act now makes 
it possible for the federal govern- 
ment to co-operate with the state 
land interested counties and or- 
ganizations in the protection of 
valuable watersheds from which 
water is secured for domestic uss 
or irrigation, irrespective of wheth- 
er they are covered with timber 
or brush: Under the provisions 
of this amendment it will be poss- 
ible to give added protection to 
brush-covered watersheds which 
are the source of water supply for 
highly déveloped agricultural sec- 
tions. THis will be of particular 
benefit to’ the ranchers and orch- 
ardists of ‘Southern California. 

“Under the terms of, the Shoft: 
ridge-Fredericks, ‘bill, the people 
of Los Angeles County will now 
enjoy. the. advantages of a great 
public camp ground in the moun- 
tains of the Angelus Forest. The 
camp will be located in Swartout 
Valley adjacent to a_recreation 
area already owned by the county 
and will be developed. for public 
use~by the County Board of Super- 
visors.”

SHUOGE REPORT 
PRESENTE 


A meeting was called by the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce and 
was held at Ontario, February 3rd, 
for the *purpose of considering 
some form of legislation. which 
would bring about an improyement 
in the methods of orchard heat- 
ing. The meeting was called be- 
cause of complaints and criticism 
from a part of the public residing 
in those cities lying in the path 
of the smoke drift, Representa- 
tives of citrus organizations, ser- 
vice clubs, and Chambers“of Com- 
merce, from all of Southern Cali- 
fornia were invited to: attend and 
discuss the problem, The action 
of the meeting was to request the 
chairman, “Mr. C. A. Griffith, to 
appoint a committee to make a 
report . reviewing ‘the | progress 
made in orchard heating methods 
so that the public would be_in- 
formed as to the efforts made and 
being made by the citrus growers 
to avail themselves of the most 
improved methodseof orchard heat- 
ing as rapidly as they were devel- 
oped. 

In compliance with this request 
of the meeting the committee ap- 
pointed by the chairman submits 
the following report: 

Orchard heating for the protec- 
tion of citrug fruits was first prac- 
‘iced im California in the River- 
side district during the years 1897- 
1898-1899, which were unusually 
cold years. Coal baskets were 
used exclusively, placed 40 bas- 
kets to the acre. The baskets 
cost 10 cents each and the fue! 
about’ $2.50 an acre. 

Experiments were made in 1900 
with a 35 h.p. boiler to create 
steam for heating a grove on the 
Wright Bros. ranch at Riverside, 
and hot water was run in the 
same year in the Meacham grove 
at Riverside. 

It was not until 1910 that the 
oil heater came into commercial 
use: the first types being simply 
open cans or pots holding one and 


.ltwo gallons of oil and having only 


a crude device as the only means 
of regulating \the fire. In_ the 
freeze of December, 1911, some 
growers were successful in saving 
their crops by orchard heating and 
from that time orchard heating be- 
gan on a larger scale and its gen- 
eral use.was hastened by the dis- 
astrous freeze of 1943, when all 
sections suffered heavy losses and 
it was recognized by many that 
to maintain the citrus industry on 
&-proftadic basis orchard heating 
would have to be resorted. to. Up 
to that time it was thought desir- 
able to have a blanket of smoke 
hanging over the fired orchard 
and no special efforts were made 
to reduce the smoke as it was be- 
lieved to be beneficial. _However, 
it was soon recognized that the
